Even the fact that Unselci is the first 


rookie since Wilt Chamberlain (I960) to 
win the Maurice Podoloff Cup doesn't en- 
liven the disclosure. It wasn't even close 
A poll of all NBA players by NFA pro- 
vided the kind of landslide you only read 
about in Southern California. He totaled 
310 points in a 5-3-1 voting tabulation 


Willis Reed of New York was. as they 


say, a distant second (137) while Philadei- 
ghia's Billy Cunningham '0301 ran third 


ill Russell of Boston, a five-time MVP 


was fourth (93). followed by Elgin Baylor 
of Los Angeles (89). 


It was Unseld, a brawny 6-foot-7, 245- 


pound center, who stepped in and led Bal- 
timore from the bottom of the NBA's East- 
ern Division to the top. 


Something of a question mark before the 


season began despite his reported $300,000 
contract, Unseld quickly quelled all fears 
that he might be too slow or too small to 
play center in the NBA 


"I call him the Computer." said Bob 


Ferry, a 10-year NBA veteran who some- 
times backs up Unseld in the pivot 


"That's because as soon as you tell him 


something, he does It. You don't have to 
wonder if it will happen or will he mess 
it up, or will he feel like doing It. No, he 
.just does It. And he does it right every 
time. 


"Things that took me 10 years to learn 


to do, Wes can do them now—because he 
has so much quicker reaction that I did." 


Teammate Ray Scott, a seven-year vet- 


eran, might have spoken for all Mullets 
when he said 


'They love Westley in Baltimore. He's 


the one who tied it all together for us. He's 
the one who made it possible for every 
man to do his own thing " 


Before Unseld, Baltimore moved with 


all the smoothness of an off-center beach 
ball Wobble, wobble Earl Monroe fussed 
continually. Gus Johnson, a natural for- 
ward, played a half-hearted center. Jack 
Marin, Kevin Loughery and Ed Manning 
were just names to fill a scorebook. 


Then there was Unseld—a leaping ele- 


phant on the backboards who got rid of 
rebounds so quickly he sometimes hit 
guards in the back with passes. 


Unseld averaged 14 points during the 


season and, 18,-rebounds. Nqittoen..figure 


• came'close^ to leading the league/ For a 


rookie, his defense is excellent but no one 
compared him to Bill Russell. In the pivot, 
his passes were functional if not spectac- 
ular and his shooting only adequate. 


Eliminate the Unseld factor, however, 


and the Bullets might find life In the NBA 
as miserable as ever. "It's hard to believe 
one guy could make such a difference In 
a team," Atlanta's Richie Guerln has ob- 
served.

Adklsson authored a resolu- 


tion adopted by the Arkansas 
Prosecutors Association calling 
for 
immediate separation of 


young Inmates from the older 
convicts, 


Haley charged Saturday that 


Adkisson 
had no interest In 


prison reform. Robert Sarver, 
commissioner 
of 
correction, 


said Adklsson had visited the 
penitentiary only once — for 
about 20 minutes. 


Adklsson also severely criti- 


cized the board recently for not 
already having separated the 
inmates. 


The board commended Gov. 


Wlnthrop Rockefeller fot veto- 
ing a bill that directed the 
board to immediately separate 
first offenders under the age of 


21 from other Inmates In quar» 
ters aftd work. 


Rockefeller

said this was done as far as 
possible now and tt/\i complete 
separation would require more 
funds for new quarters.

Murton before It sends docu* 
fnenls concerning him to Sen. 
Thomas J. DcrJd, D-Conn.

Justice Department will file an 
antitrust suit against one of the

nounced court action 
will be 


sought to force ling — Temco- 
Vought Inc., the nation's 14th 
largest corporation, to "divest 
itself of all of Its Interests In the 
Jones & Laughlln Steel Corp." 


The Justice Department suit 


will set the stage for a test of 
whether current federal anti- 
trust legislation Is effective in 
controlling acquisition • minded 
conglomerates — corporations 
which hold power over several 
usually unrelated businesses. 


LTV responded 
to the gov- 


ernment announcement by say- 
ing It will vigorously defend its 
takeover of Jones & Laughlin, 
Its sixth biggest steel producer 
In the country. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Richard W. 


McLaren said the suit, under 
the Celler-Kefauver Amendment 
to the Clayton Antitrust Act, Is 
being filed now because the situ- 
ation Is too urgent to wait for 
new legislation. 


If unchecked, McLaren said, 


such mergers as between LTV 
and Jones & Laughlin will result 
in ever-growing concentrations 
of economic power by fewer and 
fewer persons relatively uncon- 
trolled by government or com- 
petition. 


LTV said it was confident the 


acquisition of J & L did not vio- 
late "existing antitrust legisla- 
tion" and that "the courts will 
vindicate LTV's action."

last year, the firm said, anopin-

The Marines said the allied 


force had killed 43 enemy troops 
so far and captured two prison- 
ers and 129 rifles. Ten Ameri- 
cans were reported killed and 64 
wounded.

Anguillans 
Hold Funeral 
for Island

ANGUILLA (AP) - About 400 


Anguillans held a 'funeral" Sun- 
day for their Caribbean island, 
now firmly under the British 
thumb after 13 months of unre- 
cognized independence. 


The demonstrators, 
mostly 


women, marched under a broil- 
ing sun behind a black coffin 
that bore the legend: "If Lee 
don't go, Anguilla is dead." An- 
thony Lee is the British com- 
missioner appointed to rule An- 
guilla until the Island's fate is 
decided. 


Officials made no effort to in- 


terfere with the procession, and 
there was no violence. It was 
the third demonstration in three 
days protesting British occupa- 
tion of the island. 


Anguilla, with a population of 


6,000, seceded from a three-is- 
land federation with St. Kitts 
and Nevis 13 months ago. Last 
Wednesday a few hundred para- 
troopers, marines and Bobbies 
invaded the island to reassert 
British authority.

Although 
the British laVe1 


promised to withdraw their par- 
atroopers and marines this 
week and replace them with en- 
gineers, the invasion of Anguilla 
threatens to have repercussions 
in Britain's other Caribbean ter- 
ritories.

Cigarette Age" in the 20th 
century. The Victorians were 
too horrified by "sly ciga- 
rettes between feminine lips 
at croquet parties" to allow 
the -habit to. flourish.

has a history of women and 
tobacco. 


In .the 1550s the 
French 


ambassador to P o r t u g a l . 
Jean Nlcot, (whose name is 
with us today in the word 
nicotine) sent tobacco to his 
queen, extolling its medi- 
cinal application. "The Herb 
of the Queen" became so 
valued 
for health 
reasons 


that women of the Cromwell 
era smoked pipes in taverns. 
In 17th-century Africa, both 
men and women smoked two 
or three handfuls of tobacco 
in huge pipes with six-foot 
stems resting on the ground. 


Tobacco was a valuable 


commodity. When the Amer- 
ican colonists a s k e d for 
women to be sent to them, 
passage was paid in tobacco 
—a whole shipload of New' 
Virginian was sent across 
the Atlantic for that reason 
in 1616. In summing up the 
household accounts 
in the 


18th 
century, the step-daugh- 


ter of Quaker Charles Fox 
noted that pipes were bought 


for her mother and sister. 


However, the 18th century 


was really the Age of Snuff 
An outstanding lady snuff en- 
thusiast was Mrs. Margaret 
Thompson. When she died in 
1776, 
she 
left instructions 


that she be buried with the 
best Scotch snuff sprinkled 
over her body. Snuff was to 
be strewn across the path of 
the funeral procession 
and 


the good lady was to be 
borne to her 
final 
resting 


place by the six greatest 
snuff takers of the parish. 


Snuff held sway with the 


world of fashion until the 
French and British, fighting 
in Spain during the Napo- 
leonic Wars, discovered ci- 
gars. Men accused—by wom- 
en—of "reeking of the weed" 
soon discovered t h a t the 
chimney was the best camou- 
flage for smoking at home. 
Women never really became 
cigar smokers because, as 
the Ladies' Home Journal 
pointed out, "Few have the 
vitality to form the habit."

Rather, he can only be de-
